DAFFODILS 


Of all the hardy bulbs, 
none make a brighter splash 
of color in the spring than 
the members of the Narcis- 
sus family. They are most 
satisfactory because of their 
hardiness, ease of culture 
and adaptability to climate 
and soil conditions. Their 
requirements are a_ well- 
prepared garden soil not too 
heavy and with good drain-/ 
age. They may be grown ~ 
in full sunlight or partial 
snade. The blooming season 
covers a period of 3 months 
from the first blossom of 
“The First”, large yellow 
frampet daffodil, to the 
inst of the sweet-scented 
“Alba Plena” narcissus. You 
will enjoy building a collee- 
tion of these lovely spring 
flowers. If you wish we will 
help you select bulbs which 
will keep color in your gar- 
den throughout spring and 
early summer. Bulbs are 
carefully hand-dug, cleaned 
and graded.

LONG TRUMPET DAFFODILS 


AEROLITE. One of the newer YELLOW TRUMPETS with unusually broad, 
deep primrose petals and medium yellow trumpet. The flower is very large 
but is graceful in appearance in spite of its size. It is long lasting both in the 
garden and as a cut flower. 3 bulbs for 40c, Doz. $1.40. 


BEERSHEBA. A magnificent WHITE TRUMPET Daffodil, very large, with 
a long, slender, white trumpet which is beautifully flanged at the mouth.

The Incomparabilis group contains some of the most beautiful of all the 
daffodil family. The trumpets of these flowers are somewhat shorter than those 
of the long trumpet varieties but are often deeply frilled, or are edged with 
beautiful shades of orange or red. No matter which varieties vou choose from 
this group, you will be pleased. Thev are all beautiful. 


BERNARDINO. The perianth is a creamy white, the cup yellow edged with 
orange. A very fine flower and very inexpensive. Doz. 90c. 


CARLTON. This is an all-yellow flower of great size. The petals of the peri- 
anth are broad and overlapping, the cup opens out quite wide and is nicely 
frilled at the edge.

The SHORT-CUPPED Daffodils belonging to the Barri class are in color 
much like the Incomparabilis or medium trumpet group. The flowers, how- 
ever, are smaller and more dainty so that they lend themselves admirably to 
informal flower arrangements, especially table decorations. 


ALCIDA. This is a very large flower for this group. The perianth is creamy 
white opening flat, the individual petals are very broad. The citron-vellow 
cup is broad and edged with a fiery orange frill. A strong grower blooming 


very late. 2 bulbs for 25c, Doz. $1.25. 


BATH’S FLAME. A brilliant yellow Barrii on fine long stems. The perianth 
is vellow, the cup darker vellow edged with brilliant orange-red. 2 bulbs for

DAISY SCHAFFER. A new giant DeGraaf hybrid. The flower measures 
41% inches across, the cup nearly 2 inches. The perianth is pure white, the 
cup primrose turning later to canary yellow, deeper at the base than at the 
edge. Though resembling a giant trumpet daffodil it is much more graceful, 
and has received many awards in large exhibitions.

GERTIE MILLAR. This is a handsome flower of the giant LEEDSI type, 
similar te and as large as Van Waveren’s Giant. The perianth is pure white, 
the deeply fluted and frilled cup is pale primrose.

Natives of southwestern Europe, some of the varieties are tall, some rather 
dwarf, the flowers are more or less drooping, and in some eases like partial 
shade. 


MOONSHINE. Soft creamy-white, 2 to 3 gracefully drooping flowers to a 
stem, with a tiny fluted cup. Fine for the rock garden or in a shady spot. Bach

Flower gardeners are giving more attention to Lilies now than ever before 
since they have found how easily they can be grown and how little attention 
they need year after year. Lilies, like shrubs, among which they thrive, are 
a more or less permanent investment in garden beauty. They must have good 
drainage and good soil. If you are not sure the soil drainage is perfect, put 
some course sand or fine gravel directly under the bulb. They do need shade 
at the ground level also, so planting among low shrubs or other ground cover 
is ideal.
